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REAR ADMIRAL SIMS ANSWERS 
RECENT NEWSPAPER ARTICLES. 


Following the recent publication of cer- 
tain letters by a group of newspapérs Rear 


Admiral William S. Sims gave out the fol- 
lowing statement : 

“Upon my return from a trip to Minne- 
apolis I desire to take advantage of the 
courtesy of the Associated Press to make 
the following statement concerning certain 
letters written by or to Mr. John L. Leigh- 
ton, recently published in the Hearst pa- 
pers and by them characterized as proof of 
a@ propaganda for my promotion to the 
grade of admiral. 

“I have been specifically asked whether 
I was informed of the activities of some of 
my friends, including Mr. Leighton. I 
was informed by the latter that they pro- 
posed to ascertain the attitude of the peo- 

le toward the treatment accorded the 

avy since the war, and I was glad to 
know this, because I considered what they 
proposed to do would be a valuable ser- 
vice, not only to the Navy, but to the peo- 
ple, and this because there can be no doubt 
that the American people are sadly misin- 
formed as to certain facts of importance to 
the Navy. 

“Though I do not for a moment wish to 
convey the impression that I am not hu- 
man and have no ambition for myself or 
my children in this matter, still it is not 
a question of the persona] interests of any 
one man, but it is very much a question 
of the influence upon morale of the failure 
of the Navy to receive adequate recogni- 
tion for the services rendered by the Navy 
in the war zone. Such a failure officially 
and historically discredits these forces and 
those who were responsible for their con- 
duct in contact with the enemy. 

“It is not a question solely of the fail- 
ure to receive recognition. but of the fact 
that such failure leaves the persons con- 
cerned officially discredited for all time. 
That the Navy should have been thus dis- 
credited is the more remarkable in view 
of the historical fact of its success in op- 
posing the enemy. 


Pacts Are Stated. 


“These opinions are not personal, but 
are based upon the following officially es- 
tablished facts: 

“In 1919 the last Administration recom- 
mended to the Congress that I be promoted 
to the rank of admiral. This was ap- 
proved almost unanimously by the House 
of Representatives, but was hung up in 
the Senate. This approval by the House 
apparently created the impression that [ 
had been promoted to admiral, as recom- 
mended. 

“There are many evidences that the pub- 
lic does not now understand that when I 
was detached from my command of the 

in Europe I automatically reverted 
to my former rank of rear admiral. 

“Upon ny return from Europe I was 
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confronted with the necessity of making a 
decision as to whether I should submit an 
official report of the inefficiency of the 
Navy Department that caused us such seri- 
ous losses in men and shipping, with a 
view to bringing about a reorganization of 
the department, or whether T should re- 
main silent and leave the American people 
under the very dangerous impression con- 
veyed by the department’s official reports 
that the Navy and the department were 
efficient and prepared ‘from stem to stern.’ 


Submitted His Report. 


“Had I chosen the latter alternative, 
there would probably be no necessity for 
discussing the question of my promotion 
at the present time. But,. considering the 
information I possessed, to allow our peo- 
ple to remain so dangerously misinforined 
as to our first line of national defense 
would manifestly have been rank coward- 
ice. I therefore submitted an official re- 
port, and the result was a Senate investi- 
gation which established the truth of my 
statements. Practically all the naval wit- 
nesses testified that the organization of 
the Navy Department was not such as to 
enable it adequately to prepare for war or 
to conduct war. 

“Notwithstanding the conclusive nature 
of the evidence submitted there was so lit- 
tle interest manifested by the public that 
nothing has been done to correct the de- 
fects brought out, and the effect of this in- 
difference upon the morale of the Navy 
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can be understood fully only by those act- 
ually in the Navy, though it is not as 
great as the effect of the discredit cast 
upon the Navy by the failure to recognize 
its services in combating the enemy. 

“The task of the Navy at the front was 
to insure the safety of our gallant troops 
on the sea, and to keep open the sea lines 
of communication carrying the wholly es- 
sential supplies to the armies on the west- 
ern frent and the civil populations of the 
Allies. This task was successfully accom- 
plished in spite of the dreadful blunders of 
the department that so seriously delayed 
our co-operation with the Allied navies 
and so seriously handicapped our opera- 
tions. 

“Surely, the Navy deserves recognition, 
as well as the Army, for the success with 
which it carried out its mission, and it ap- 
pears to me that anything that can prop- 
erly be done even now to bring this to the 
attention of the public is to be commended 
as a patriotic: service,” 


CHANGES OF DATES IN

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Navy Personnel Must Be Kept Up

HE prospective decision by Con- 
gress regarding the number of per- 
sonnel to be authorized for the 
Navy is of the greatest importance. 
It is to be hoped profoundly that action 
will not be hasty or ill-considered. The 
question merits exhaustive examination. 
Account should be taken of the fact that 
recent action by Congress has already re- 
duced the enlisted personnel below that 
necessary to man our quota of ships al- 
lowed by the Arms Conference. The inade- 
quacy of our sources of Reserves renders 
it imperative that both the Regular forces 
and the Reserves be maintained at a high 
level. 

Personnel is a greater factor than ships 
in strength ; a fact more clearly recognized 
abroad than in the United States. In or- 
der to maintain the Hughes ratio of 5-5-3 
in aggregate naval strength, the present 
personnel of our Navy needs an increase 
rather than a decrease. 


Navy Already Cut Down 


The last Naval Appropriation act arbi- 
trarily cut the Navy enlisted personnel to 
about 100,000, notwithstanding actual re- 
quirement of about 150,000 on an ordinary 
peace basis. No other nation made a cor- 
responding cut so drastic. We more than 
discounted a limitation of armaments 
agreement. Few ships that are actually 
completed are to be scrapped under the 
Hughes agreement, while some now being 
constructed are actually to be added to the 
Fleet. To man the Hughes Navy on an 
ordinary basis of peace complements, per- 
nitting proper care of the material and 
proper training of the personnel, nearly 
140,000 men will be necessary. At pres- 
ent there are but 100,000 in active ser- 
vice. Any substantial cut below this fig- 
ure will result inevitably in serious de- 
preciation of material as well as in de- 
creased proficiency of personnel. 


Always Short of Officers 


The situation respecting the officer per- 
sonnel is similar, though its causes are 
diferent. After the Civil War, Congress 
cut the officer complement of the Navy 
msparingly and reduced the quota of mid- 
thipmen at the Naval Academy to a very 
low figure. About a decade later the new 
Navy began to be built up, but no corre- 
sponding increase was made in the officers. 
After the Spanish War the shortage of 
dficers became very acute and Congress 
mlarged the Naval Academy. But the 
long time required to train a competent 
aval officer, combined with an acceller- 
ated growth of the Navy, prevented the 
dficer personnel ever approaching ade- 
quacy in numbers. 

The officer complement of the Navy at 
Present is about 5,500. The actual need

for the Hughes Navy is about 7,000, while 
there are actually in service only 4,100. 
As far as its naval officer personnel is con- 
cerned, the United States anticipated a 
limitation of naval armaments agreement 
by more than forty years. 

Any reduction at this time, either in 
the number in active service, or in the 
complement of midshipmen at Annapolis, 
will be very unwise; especially when the 
long period of time needed to train a naval 
officer is considered. 


Reserves Are Demoralized 


Caution in the treatment of the Regu- 
lar personnel at this time is particularly 
needed, in view of the obscure situation 
respecting the Reserves. If we had a 
great maritime population to draw upon, 
the danger in maintaining Regular per- 
sonnel at a minimum would not be so 
great. The fact should never be forgotten 
that, owing to an excessively small Naval 
Reserve, our great battleship fleet during 
the last war was necessarily turned into 
a training fleet, and in consequence never 
was in a state of efficiency. It was al- 
ways engaged in receiving raw recruits, 
training them and transferring them to 
smaller units. To have met an efficient 
enemy battleship under these conditions 
would have been fatal. At present our 
former organization of Reserves is de- 
moralized owing to deficient appropria- 
tions, which have caused its abolition. 
Reorganization is in progress, but its 
scope and effectiveness must depend upon 
the unknown factor of future appropria- 
tions. 

Whatever action Congress may take re- 
specting the Regular personnel, an indis- 
pensable measure of the most ordinary 
preparedness will be to provide also a lib- 
eral Reserve, together with adequate meas- 
ures for their training. The combined 
number will be much below emergency 
need. When training ceases for several 
years efficiency becomes much impaired. 


Before the present Reserves were abol- 
ished we had about 8,000 officers and 16,- 
000 men in that organization. Yet most 
of these .were but partially trained. Of 
that impressively large number of officers 
only 450 were in Class I, the class suit- 
able to reinforce the active fleet. About 
5,000 of the enlisted men were in Class I, 
yet nearly half of these were physically 
unfit for active service. 

It is perfectly obvious that naval strength 
cannot possibly be measured accurately 
by the number, size or quality of ships 
only. The Hughes ratio of 5-5-3-1.75-1.75 
pertains exclusively to ships, and only to 
capital ships at that. Unwise legislation 
regarding personnel may easily reduce our 
figure in the above international ratio of 
naval strength from an equality with 
Great Britain to an inferiority to Italy. 


Comparison of Personnel 


The following summary gives a general 
idea of the status quo in naval personnel:

States. Britain. Japan. 
Regular officers ....... 4,118 6,264 8,641 
Reserve officers, Class I. 450 7,583 1,793 
Other Reserve officers. ..7,550 2,769 
Men, Regulars ...... 101,000 117,000 74,000 
Men, Reserves ...... 16,000 40,000 32,000 
Men, total .......... 117,000 147,000 106,000 


The personnel ratio is about 12 for the 
United States, 15 for Great Britain, to 11 
for Japan; quite different from 5-5-3. But 
the above table necessarily omits many 
considerations which reduce our personnel 
strength much below even the 12-15-11 
ratio. For example, of our 7,550 Re- 
serve officers shown as in other classes 
below Class I, a great many are qualified 
for shore duty only. Many others have 
had but very little sea experience or naval 
training. Out of the 101,000 men in ac- 
tive service 82,000 have had no previous 
service, and 87,000 are under twenty-four 
years of age. It has already been noted 
that several thousand of our Reserve en- 


listed force are physically unfit for active 
service, Moreover, we have no great fish- 
ing population or large active merchant 
marine to draw upon, as is the case with 
both Great Britain and Japan. 

It is true that there are many men now 
in civil life who have served in the Navy 
and therefore have had some training. But 
it is now over three years since the Armis- 
tice, and these men are steadily losing 
their naval skill and capacity. If America 
is ever called upon to undertake a naval 
campaign with her Hughes Navy. she will 
do so with greatly reduced efficiency un- 
less the Regular and Reserve services are 
maintained at a figure more numerous than 
at present. 

The British system of long enlistments 
induces men to make the Royal Navy a 
life’s career. Everyone who has seen Brit- 
ish and American bluejackets together is 
struck by the fact that theirs are matured 
men, while the great majority of ours are 
hardly more than boys. The men of the 
Japanese service are also matured com- 
pared to ours, and moreover they are suf- 
ficiently numerous. “Japanese warships 
of every type carry complements some- 
what larger than is usual in the British 
or American navies, and the proportion 
of executive and warrant officers is no- 
ticeably higher. The aim of this system 
is to duplicate as far as per- 
sonnel of every important fighting station 
in the ship. For instance, battleships of 
the larger type have two gunnery 
and in the Fuso class no less than four- 
teen commissioned officers are to 
the gunnery staff of each ship.” (By- 
water, in “Sea Power in the Pacific.”) 


Not Enough in Our Navy 


In the United States Navy it is just the 
reverse. There are never enough men or 
officers for the tasks. Each one must try 
to do the work of several. 

Bywater is also authority for the fol- 
lowing quotation from a statement made 
in 1 by the Japanese Minister of Ma- 
rine before the Imperial Diet: “I am 
asked in what relation our Navy will stand 
to that of the United States when all the 
new construction authorized here and in 
America is afloat. The answer is approxi- 
mately as 1 to 2; that is to say, we shall 
be about half as strong as the United 
States in capital ships. That ratio would 
be disturbing, and perhaps inad le, 
tut for certain coro factors, such as 
our superiority in cruisers, our propor- 
tionately larger personnel, and our more 
advantageous strategical position.” 

The role which personnel plays -in ag- 
gregate naval strength, is a 
as it never has been in this country, if the 
previous actions of Congress can be taken 
as typical of American opinion. If the 
United States is to attain her theoretical 
place in the 5-5-3 ratio, that ratio must be 
applied to the personnel of the Navy as 
well as to the ships. 





Opposition Menaces Service Pay

legislation will take advantage of the dis- 
sensions in the Services. They will mag- 
nify any objections that come from the 
Services and attempt to defeat any Dill 
that comes up in the House or the Senate. 

Mr. Oliver and Mr. Kraus do not agree 
in their objections to the bill as it came 
from the Wadsworth committee. Mr. Oli- 
ver suggests that there should be further 
hearings on the bill. He says “no hear- 
ings reduced to writing were had on this 
bill or any of its provisions, and the House 
is without recorded information as to any 
facts on which the majority members based 
their recommendations. The proposed bill 
involves many radical and important 
changes in existing law, is prepared along 
illogical, unscientific lines, and in no way 
simplifies the pay and compensation al- 
lowance of the commissioned and enlisted 
personnel in the several Services affected.” 

Mr. Oliver complains that the bill pre- 
pared by Representative McKenzie has not 
been followed in the recommendations of 
the Wadsworth committee. He says: 

“A bill prepared by Representative Mc- 
Kenzie of the Joint Committee, and which 
was taken by the committee as a basis for 
discussing the provisions of a bill to be 
recommended to the House, contains pro- 


visions seeking to correct the present con- 
dition in the different Services, resulting 
from rapid promotion and large increase in 
pay, and the committee understood from 
officers appointed to represent the different 
Services that a permanent bill could be 
drafted along the lines of the McKenzie 
bill. Notwithstanding this assurance, 
when the final draft of the bill was sub- 
mitted to the committee, the provisions 
referred to in the McKenzie bill had been 
entirely eliminated.” 

Mr. Oliver refers to the suggestion of 
the Speaker that the special committee to 
which the bill has been referred be author- 
ized to conduct hearings on the bill as re- 
ported by the Wadsworth committee. In 
response to questions as to his attifude on 
the entire subject, Mr. Oliver expressed 
the opinion that the committee could get 
together and report out a bill that would 
be more satisfactory. 

Mr. Kraus assumes an antagonistic atti- 
tude towards pay legislatien of any charac- 
ter at this session. The only suggested 
relief for the Services in Mr. Kraus’s 
lengthy report is an extension of the pres- 
ent rate of pay for one year. Even on this 
point he does not make a very definite rec- 
ommendation and doubts the advisability 
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Bill 


of such action on the part of Congress. He 
appears to be particularly opposed to any 
provisions for allowances for dependents. 
Throughout the hearing Mr. Kraus has 
evinced his opposition to allowances of 
this character and he emp it in his 
report. He dwells at length upon the pro- 
motion in the Services and argues that 
this amounts to an increase in pay. 

A careful reading of the minority 
indicates that its data came 
vices. Aside from this, it is known that 
Senators and Representatives have been 
receiving protests from officers in the Ser-. 
vices who are not satisfied with the provi- 
sions of the bill as it has been reported 
from the committee. It may as well be 
stated that especially in the Navy there is 
an impression that a resolution extending 
the present rate of pay for a year would 
pass both Houses of Congress. 

Representative McKenzie, the chairman 
of the special committee in the (House, im 
sists that there is no prospect for thé pas- 
sage of such a resolution. Mr. MeKenzie 
insists that it will either be a bill some- 
thing like the one that has reported 
out of the Wadsworth committee or the 
1908 pay. 
The Infantry Association has issued a 
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mphlet analyzing the effect of the bill. 
Tn its conclusions tbe association calls fur 
a united support of the bill. 


Association’s Report. 


. Its report on the bill is summed up in 
the following: 

“1, It gives to each officer not less than 
he would receive under the 1908 schedule, 
and in addition thereto certain allowances, 
so that every officer in the active service 
receives some increase over the 1908 pay. 
The operation of the bill is to Five to those 
officers in the lower portion of each period 
somewhat more than the 1908 basis, those 
in the upper portion something near the 
1920 basis (which includes the temporary 
increase) and those in the middle portion 
something between these extremes. In 
some few cases it gives a greater compen- 
sation than that provided in the 1920 basis. 

“2. It recognizes the family life as a 
normal one and provides for it accordingly. 

“3. It protects the individual against 
the blight of slow promotion, which is 
something new in pay legislation. 

“4. It offers a reasonably attractive ca- 
reer for young men of a desirable kind by 
giving a progressively increasing pay, 
which will allow those that give long ser- 
vice to retire with a more reasonable com- 
pensation. 

“In analyzing the bill and determining 
their total compensation thereunder, indi- 
viduals should keep in mind the conditions 
under which the bill grew and remember 
that the principles were imposed upon the 
Service committee and had to be accepted. 
It should be further remembered that no 
bill, no matter how great the cost, could 
be written that would be satisfactory to 
every single individual or group. The best 
that can be hoped for is a bill that will 
meet the average situation of thu greatest 
number. 

“The only reason that there is a pay bill 
at all is that the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Public Health Service, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and Coast Guard repre- 
sentatives got together and, in a spirit of 
“give and take,” agreed to a bill. Without 
such an agreement there would have been 
no bill. It goes without saying that the 
bill is not exactly as it would have been if 
written for a single service—the Army 
only, for instance—that it contains fea- 
tures that some of the Services concerned 
would prefer not to have. 

“The question for each individual or 
each individual group of officers in any 
particular Service to decide at this time is, 
not whether the bill exactly suits their 
needs or wishes, but whether they want 
any pay legislation at all. 

“Clearly, a united support of the pro- 
posed bill may result in its passage, and 
clearly, also, concered opposition to the bill 
or attempts to amend it by any particular 
group may have for its effect a defeat of 
the entire measure, and a return to the 
1908 basis. 

“Realizing the consequences of efforts to 
amend the bill by those who cannot know 
all the conditions in all the six govern- 
ment Services involved or all the condi- 
tions in the various groups of any one Ser- 
viee, individuals are asked to look upon it 
in the same spirit that the subject was 
approached by the Service representatives. 

“It might as well be realized now that 
the success of the measure is dependent 
upon united support and that the probable 
result of opposition will be a return to the 
1908 pay.” 


Hearings on Bill. 


Both the Wadsworth special service pay 
committee in the Senate and the McKenzie 
special service committee in the House 
will hold at least limited hearings on the 
pay bill. The Wadsworth committee has 
consented to give a hearing to a number 
of adjutants general of the states on 
March 13, and at its first session on March 
8 the McKenzie committee decided .to open 
hearings on March 18. 

Mr. Oliver and Mr. Kraus, who signed 
minority reports, insisted that there should 
be a hearing. They did not indicate whom 
they wished to appear and none of the 
other members indicated any desire for a 
hearing. The demand for a hearing came 
entirely from the signers of the minority 
report. The other members of the com- 
mittee showed a disposition to report out 
the bill without delay. The postponement 
of the hearing until March 18 was due to 
the fact that Mr. Oliver will be out of the 
city next week. 

The adjutants general will present to 
the Wadsworth committee arguments as 
to why the credit for National Guard ser- 
vice in the pay bili should be increased 
from 50 to 100 per cent. Amendments 
with this end in view will be submitted to 
both committees and if rejected may be 
presented on the floor of the House. 

The greatest opposition is developing to 
the constructive service provisions of the 
bill as it has been reported by the commit- 
tee. Protests are being made against the 
difference in the pay which emergency 
majors would receive over that provided 
for the majors who were in the lar 
Army before the war. In all p ity 
a bitter fight will develop on the provisions 
of the bill which fix the pay and allow- 
ances of officers in the grade of major. 

There is some complaint nst the 
constructive service in the grade of cap- 
tain, but this is said not to be as serious 
as that in the major’s de. Some of the 
service statisticians estimate that the aver- 





age difference between the pay of the 
emergency majors and the pay of those 
who reach this grade on account of pre- 
war service would be almost a thousand 
dollars. 

There is no doubt that this feature of 
the bill will be presented formally to the 
committee. Already the matter has been 
called privately to the attention of the 
members of the committee, and there is 
naturally a great deal of popular support 
for officers who came into the Army dur- 
ing the war. 

In the House the new Service Pay bill 
carries the number H.R. 10734. 


President Against Radical Cut. 


The most optimistic man in Washing- 
ton as to the fate of the Army and Navy 
is its Commander-in-Chief, President Hard- 
ing. While the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy are very much con- 
cerned over the attitude of Congress, the 
President is insisting that there will be no 
unreasonable reducion of the military and 
naval establishment. 

After the report published in last week’s 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL of the drastic 
reduction in the Army proposed by the 
War Department sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, and 
the cut in the fuel allowance for the Navy 
which was reported out of the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, both the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
appealed to the President. The newspa- 
pers also clamored for a statement from 
the White House. 

President Harding refused to be dis- 
turbed by the situation. He expressed 
sympathy with the desire of Congress to 
reduce all appropriations and admitted 
that the action of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, both on the Army and 
Navy appropriations, was of a radical 
character, but he insisted that before Con- 
gress adjourned it would do the reason- 
able and safe thing. He said he thought 
there would be some reductions, both in 
the Army and Navy, but thought the 
Army should not be reduced below 130,- 

. The Navy should retain between 80,- 
000 and 100,000 men, in his opinion. He 
indicated that the reduction in the num- 
ber of officers in the Army would be along 
the lines of the bill now pending before 
the Senate and the House Committees on 
Military Affairs. 

It is not the policy of the President to 
threaten Congress or to appear to dictate 
to the legislative branch. At the same time 
the question of a Presidentia! veto of dras- 
tic legislation against the Army and Navy 
has arisen. The supposition is that the 
President is depending upon the Senate to 
bring the House to its senses. However, 
it is believed in some sources that if the 
House should force the Senate to recede 
on vital Army and Navy legislation the 
President would take a determined stand 
and send the bills back to Congress. 

The President declared that the world 
had not yet returned to normal conditions, 
and that the millennium had not come. 
He expressed the belief that while the 
country was demanding economy in the 
governmental expenditures, it did not want 
to see the Army and Navy demoralized. 


RETIRED OFFICERS’ COMMITTEE 
FOR SUPPORT OF THE PAY BILL. 


The Retired Army Officers’ Association 
has been deeply interested in the develop- 
men! of the proposed new pay bill. The 
executive committee, after a careful study 
of the proposed bill, states that it finds the 
bill satisfactory, and has sent communica- 
tion to all of the members of the associa- 
tien to support the bill as it stands. 
While it is fully realized that eliminating 
premotion for officers on the retired list 
for active duty performed is not strictly 
an act of justice to retired officers who 
have performed faithful service since re- 
tirement, the executive committee believes 
that the bill is sound in principle, and 
that it includes the greatest benefit for the 
largest number of retired officers. For this 
reason, the support of this bill by the re- 
tired officers is recommended by the com- 
mittee, the members of which are Major 
Gen. A. W. Greely, Col. John Ronayne, 
Col. T. W. Winston, Col. Lewis D. Greene, 
and Major F. L. Beals.

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT TESTS 
THOMPSON SUBMACHINE GUN. 


The Ordnance Department of the U.S. 
Army, tested the Thompson submachine 
gun at Springfield Armory, Mass., Feb. 13, 
14, 17 and 18, last, and some remarkable 
results were obtained. The object of the 
test was to determine the characteristics 
of the Thompson submachine gun, and par- 
ticularly its reliability as a weapon of 
offense and defense, its simplicity or other- 
wise of design and data concerning the 
ease of manufacture and maintenance. 
The following is official data concerning 
the test. 

Fifteen thousand rounds were fired and 
the only breakage was an extractor. There 
were no malfunctions. Only fourteen mis- 
fires occurred and this was attributed to 
the run of ammunition. 

Thirty per cent. increased and de- 
creased pressure cartridges were success- 
fully fired without adjustment of any kind. 
Split head and split cartridges functioned 
satisfactorily in the arm without mal- 
function. 

Though the gun was fired as fast as 
the magazines could be attached in con- 
tinuous bursts of 1,000 rounds, full auto- 
matically, no trouble in overheating was 
experienced. (In previous government 
tests it has been determined that this arm 
can fire over 2,000 rounds continuously 
without overheating.) 

The regular Frankford service ammuni- 
tion used, gave an average muzzle velocity 
of 870 f.s. Special ammunition, of a 
slower burning type of the same size and 
dimensions as the pistol ball, gave an av- 
erage velocity of 1,350 f.s. 

Average rapidity of fire, single shots, 
semi-automatically, using 20-capacity box 
magazines, was 100 shots per minute; 
using drum magazines, single shots, semi- 
automatically, 150 shots per minute. Box 
magazine by bursts, full automatically, 
125 shots were fired per minute; by drum 
magazine, 100-capacity, by bursts, 250 
shots per minute were fired. 

The results obtained in the 1014-inch 
submachine gun barrel for accuracy were 
astounding. At the longest range 500 
yards, the mean radius was twenty-four 
inches. For the special high-powered am- 
munition of the same dimensions as the 
regular government issue, the mean radius 
is less than fifteen inches. 

The record of the firing (ranges at 300 
and 400 yards not included) was as fol- 
lows: 

At 100 yards, 120 rounds were fired 
in one minute by semi-auto #xnd 100 hits 
were made. . 

Fifty rounds were fired at 200 yards in 
thirty seconds by semi-auto and thirty-five 


hits were made. ‘ 
Fitty Sounds were fired at 500 yards in 
thirty-five seconds by semi-auto and forty- 
six hits were made. 

This exhaustive test was concluded by 
exposing the gun to blasts of sand at one 
minute intervals, after which the arm was 
removed and it functioned perfectly. 





DEATH OF MRS. F. M. RUMBOLD, 
WIFE OF COL. RUMBOLD, U.S.A. 


The death of Mrs. Rumbold, wife of Col. 
Frank M. Rumbold, -Field Art. Reserve 
Corps, on duty with the War Plans Divi- 
sion. General Staff, U.S.A., occurred 
March 7 in Washington, after an illness 
of only a few heurs.: Her death occurred 
while Colonel Rumbold was on his return 
from the meeting of the National Guard 
Association at New Orleans. The first in- 
timation of his wife’s illness was received 
by Colonel Rumbold while he was on the 
train, in the form of a telegram announc- 
ing her death. Mrs. Rumbold was promi- 
nent and popular in ‘Washington society. 


ARGUMENT OF CLASS “B” CASES 
ADVANCED BY SUPREME COURT. 


Upon motion of the Solicitor General, 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
advanced the argument in the cases of 
Col. William F. Creary and Major John 
W. French to April 17. The Solicitor 
General contended that an early decision 
on these Class B cases was important, for 
as long as they are pending uncertain 
conditions prevail in the rmy. The 
Court of Appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia sustained the policy of the War 
Department in the classification of officers 
as provided for in the amended National 
Defense act approved June 4/ 1920. In 
making this decision, it reversed the lower 
court and Colonel Creary and Major 
French appealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 


U.S. WAR MEMORIAL 
UNVEILED IN LONDON. 


A memorial which is to be placed in the 
entrance hall of the Hotel Belgravia, Gros- 


venor-gardens, to commemorate the fact 
that the building was occupied during the 
war as the headquarters of the United 
States Army in England was unveiled on 
Feb. 13 by General Lord Horne. The me- 
morial has been executed in Carrara 
marble to the design of Sir Edward Lut- 
yens, The American eagle surmounts the 
inscription recording the reason of its 
erection.

Amendments which would count enlisted 
service toward retirement of an officer up 
der this bill have been suggested by men- 
bers of the committee ; also that cadet ser 
vice should be included; another that Ng 
tional Guard service should be taken int 
consideration. 

The Secretary of ‘War during the hear 
ing urged that Sec. 40b of the Army Reor. 
ganization act of 1920, providing that ac 
tive officers should not be used when re 
tired officers can be obtained for recruit- 
ing service or for duty with the R.O.TC, 
be repealed. He stated that there wer 
now on duty about 180 retired officers, 
forty of whom are colonels, and that this 
made the policy more expensive than the 
employment of active officers of lower 
grade. The Secretary argued that th 
policy should be the reverse of what is re 
quired by the existing law. He insisted 
that retired officers should not be used ex 
cept when active officers could not be se 
cured. There are instances, he said, where 
a retired officer is of a special value for 
certain duty, and in that event he should 
be ordered to active duty. 

The argument appeared to impress the 
members of the committee and an amend- 
ment to the bill along the lines suggested 
by the Secretary may be reported out.

Realizing what a depressing effect the 
numerous reports of a reduction in the 
strength of the Navy are having on its per- 
sonnel, Secretary Denby on March 9 is- 
sued the following statement : 

“Reports received by the Department 


indicate that the Service at large is dis- 
turbed and unsettled due to conflicting 
rumors and press dispatches, largely with- 
out adequate foundation, indicating radi- 





cal reductions in the commissioned and en- 
listed personnel of the Navy by Congress. 

“The present need for rigid economy in 
public expenditures will undoubtedly re- 
sult in a reduction of the naval appropri- 
ations. 


“The Congress, however, does not desire 
to cut the naval personnel beyond the 
joint the Navy cannot efficiently discharge 
its great responsibilities to defend the 
country and contribute effectively to the 
promotion of its economic interests. 

“The Congress does desire to curtail or 
cut off every naval expenditure that does 
not directly contribute to the major func- 
tions named.

U.8.8S. DOLPHIN SOLD TO 
NEW YORK FIRM FOR $10,500. 


The old U.S, gunboat Dolphin, which at 
one time was specially used by various 
Secretaries of the Navy, has been sold to 
the Ammunition Products Co. of New York 
for $10,500. The keel of the Dolphin was 
laid at the ship yard of John Roach & 
Sons, Chester, Pa., Oct. 11, 1883. She 
was launched April 12, 1884, and was first 
commissioned Dec. 8, 1885. The contract 





price for her hull and machinery was $315,- 
000. 


In her early days she was criticized by 
some officers as a “marine crazy quilt.” 
She, however, proved herself a good sea 
boat during her service of some thirty- 
seven years. The Dolphin has a length of 
256 feet 6 inches over all, a breadth of 32 
feet, and a speed of 15.5 knots. Her com- 
plement was nine wardroom officers, 
eleven chief petty officers, 119 men and 
twenty marines.

HOUSE NAVAL PERSONNEL BILL 
WOULD CUT NUMBER OF OFFICERS. 


After the conclusion of the Congres- 
sional hearings now in progress, Chairman 
Butler will submit a personnel bill to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs. Ac- 
cording to hig present plans, it will call for 
an enlisted strength of 80,000, with a re- 
duction in the number of officers to cor- 
respond. That there will be opposition in 
the committee to such a drastic cut in the | 
corps of officers is assured. In some quar- 
tets it is asserted that a bill of this char- 
acter will not be reported out of the com- 
mittee. 

After investigating a number of plans 
for the elimination of any surplus officers, 
it has been practically decided to leave this 
matter to the President. The bill will au- 
thorize the President to make the required 
reduction under regulations that he may 
decide. 

Under the bill as it will be proposed by 
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Chairman Butler, there will be a total of 
4,827 officers. Of these 3,200 will be in 
the line, 792 in the Medical Corps, 122 in 
the Dental Corps, 98 in the Chaplains’ 

rps, seven professors of mathematics, 
3% in the Supply Corps, 160 in the Con- 
struction Corps and 64 in the Civil Engi- 
heer Corps. 

This would amount to a reduction of 
the authorized number of officers in the 
line of more than 2,000. The total of offi- 
fers on the active list Feb. 1 was 6,079. 
In the line there were 4,084, or almost as 
many as the total staff and line to be au- 
thorized by the proposed Butler bill. In 
the staff on this date there were 1,995 
offcers. This is exclusive of additional 
Rumbers, of which there are 60.

NAVY RADIO SENDS 2,000 
WORDS DAILY ACROSS PACIFIC. 


In these days of interest in wireless or 
radio signaling it is of interest to note 
that the Navy has in daily operation a 
direct radio current for tie transmission 
of messages from its sup+r high-power 
radio station at Cavite, P.l.. to a receiv- 
ing station in San #ranzisco, Calif. Ap- 
proximately 2,000 words of trailic were 
received at San Francisco on an average 
daily for more than a year past, although 
the distance is somewhat greater than 
6,000 miles. 

Although greater distances than 6,000 
miles have been covered by other super 
high-power radio stations in the United 
States and Europe under especially favor- 
able conditions and for brief periods of 
time, the daily transmission of radio traffic 
from Cavite direct to San #ranciseo undcr 
regular service conditions makes this the 
longest radio circut in existence in the | 
world to-day. 

These results are due to the effective 
ness of the Cavite signals transmitted by 
the station and the improved receiving ap- 
paratus developed by ‘he Navy and in- 
stalled at San Francisco.

The situation in Fiume resulting from 
the insurrectionary movement of the Fas- 
cisti and the occupation of the city by Ital- 
ian troops continues to be grave.

The I govern- 
ment has reinforced the detachment of car- 
abineers who are now main order 
in the city. A brigade of infantry is also 
on duty in the city, and the Trieste army 
corps has been ordered to supply further 
forces if these should be consi neces- 
sary. 

Officially, the attitude of the Italian gov- 
ernment is that its troops are in Fiume 
solely for the purpose of maintaining or- 
der. It is a question, however, whether 
nationalist sentiment may not force it to 
abandon this non-partisan attitude and to 
prosecute an annexationist policy. Inas- 
much as the Zanella government was elect- 
ed by a large majority of Fiumian voters, 
it would seem that a strictly neutral 
would result in a restoration of the Free 
State government. It is evident that the 
situation contains grave possibilities of 
complications with Jugo-Slavia. 


The Far Hast. 


According to Chita reports, the forces 
of the Far Eastern Republic have con- 
tinued their advance against the Vladi- 
vostok troops and have reached a point on 
the Ussuri railway about 100 miles south 
of Habarovsk. Chita sources claim that 
cannon and other equipment captured 
from the Vladivostok troops have been 
identified as of Japanese origin.

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Major Peck Confirmed 
as Lieutenant-Colonel 


By a vote of 41 to 19 the Senate on 
March 4 confirmed the nomination of Ma- 
jor Robert G. Peck, Inf., to be lieutenant 
colonel. The vote was taken after a spir- 
ited debate lasting two hours and a half. 

The Senate not only announced the 
number of votes cast, but directed the 
Secretary to give out the results showing 
how the members of the Senate voted.

Lieutenant Colonel Peck will rank in 
his new grade from Dec. 16, 1921, a date 


just one year later than that for which he 
was eligible and designated in his previ- 
ous nomination, submitted by the si- 


dent and rejected by the Senate during 
the extraordinary session of Congress. 

r Peck, whose remark that the 35th 
Division, composed ef Kansas and Mis- 
souri troo “bore all the earmarks of a 
National Guard outfit, which it is,” caused 
the controversy over his promotion, re 
cently stated that he had not been fully 
quoted and that his critics had avoided 
reference to his reports that the division’s 
morale was excellent and the men eager 
ww fight. 

Replying to attacks by Senator Capper 
ef Kansas, Major Peck said that during 
the Meuse-Argonne offensive the general 
in command of the 35th asked that it be 
withdrawn because it was demoralized. 
Major Peck, who was assigned to inspect 
the division, said he found the men strag- 
gling, dirty and ill equipped. 

“It was this condition which caused me 
toe report that the division had all the ear- 
roarks of a Natiqnal Guard outfit, which 
it is,’ said Major Peck. “That is the 
part that caused all the trouble, but Sena- 
ter Capper has never seen fit to refer to 
the part which said: ‘The morale and 
spirit of the men in this division is excel- 
lent. They are tired and dirty and need 
clean clothes, rest and recreation, but they 
all appear willing and eager to enter the 


fight again.’” 


CHIEF OF INFANTRY SENDS 
MESSAGE TO INFANTRY SCHOOL. 


Prevented from attending the graduat- 
ing exercises of the first National Guard 
and Reserve officers’ classes and the first 
refresher course for Regular Army officers 
at the Infantry School, Fort Benning, Ma- 
jor Gen. C. S. Farnsworth, Chief of In- 


fantry, addressed the graduates in a writ- 
ten message. Of the graduates eighty 
were National Guard officers, ten were 
Reserve officers and eleven were Regulars. 

General Farnsworth discussed the = 
eral subject of preparedness arguing that 
it is the surest preventive against war. 
He described the obstacles which had been 
overcome before the Infantry School be- 
came a reality. The General also de- 
scribed the activities of the War Depart- 
ment in trying to reduce the expenditures 
of the Military Establishment to a mini- 
mum. 

The General said, in part: 

“This is a notable date in the history 
of the Army of the United States, mark- 
ing as it does three important events in 
the unfolding of our new and comprehen- 
sive scheme of military education, namely: 
The graduation from the Infantry School 
of the first large National Guard class; 
the graduation of the first Reserve officers’ 
class; the completion of the first refresher 
course for officers of the Regular Army. 


Plea for Preparedness. 


“It is my conviction that the surest 
preventive inst war is military pre- 

aredness. Together with all right-think- 
ing citizens I abhor war and would de- 
plore its recurrence. My conception of 
military preparedness for America is one 
ccnsistent with our fundamental institu- 
tions and the principles of democracy. 
Such a preparedness we seek at the In- 
fantry School, and it is my earnest hope 
that in training our citizenry in prepared- 
ness against and not for war you may find 
full and free opportunities for useful appli- 
cation in civil pursuits of the principles of 
citizenship and military technique taught 
at this school, and that the may 
feel the need for making it ble for 
many more of your brother rs to re- 
ceive the same training that you have been 
given. 

“To you who remain here I say that 
sou also, even in the next four months of 
self-restraint, self-denial and hard work, 
are going to help determine the future of 
this school and of our Infantry. I there- 
fore to-day address myself to the whole 

rsonnel at Camp Benning [now Fort 

enning} rather than to any class or de- 
partment of this camp. 

“TI recall to you that to-day you are en- 


gaged in a struggle which is as ens 
to this country as any battlefield of 
France. The inconveniences and discom- 
forts you endure here are just as neces- 
sary as were the hardships of battle, and 
are even more trying— se then you 
left your wives and children back in com- 
parative comfort while now many of you 
have them with you, sharing conditions 
that are not usually i upon civil- 
ians or Army personnel. 

“Last week the General of the Armies 
stated to the Military Committee of the 
House of Representatives that in his opin- 
ion every new officer of the Army should 
be sent to the Infantry School for a course 
ot instruction. The importance of the 
work you are doing here has been recog- 
nized by every one who has seen it, in- 
cluding the President. The inconven- 
iences you have undergone have not been 
in vain. Reeognition of the work of this 
school would never have come had not you 
gentlemen and ladies come down here and 
undergone the privations which fall to the 
lot of all pioneers. 


Fort to be Improved. 


“I am sorry that I cannot bring to you 
immediate alleviation of your discomforts, 
but you can rest assured that what can be 
done will be done. The Quartermaster 
General of the Army has placed construc- 
tion work at Fort Benning ahead of any 
other construction projects for the Army. 
It is hoped that this Congress will author- 
ize funds for the further permanent con- 
struction here. 

“Whether or not we shall have a large 
or small Regular Army, a well equipped 
and efficient National Guard, an organized, 
partially trained Reserve, pre-war ac- 
cumulation of a sufficient quantity of arms, 
supplies and ammunition to supply mo- 
bilization for the defense of our country, 
are policies to be determined by our peo- 
ple and their Congress. 

“To a large extent these big questions 
will be decided by the respect and the 
affection of our people for our Army of 
the United States. This respect and af- 
fection can be largely obtained by busying 
ourselves in doing things that will bring 
us efficiency, comforts and pleasures, with- 
out an expenditure of public funds. We 
car. also do it by showing our people not 
by talk, but by product, that young men 
who come into the Army return to civil 
life, after a few years or after many years, 
better men, physically, mentally and 
morally, as a result of their service in the 
Army. When I say service in the Army, 
I mean service in the National Guard and 
Organized Reserves as-well as in the Reg- 
ular Army. 


Example for Congress. 


“Recently I sat in the committee room 
of the Military Affairs Committee and 
heard General Pershing answer questions 
put to him by the members of that com- 
mittee in regard to Army affairs. It was 
noticeable to all who listened to the ques- 
tions, that the feeling of members of the 
committee toward the Army softened 
gradually and continually as they began 
to realize that the General was willing 
to give careful consideration to every sug- 
gestion made by them and that he, previ- 
ous to coming before them, had very evi- 
dently been planning to help them in their 
uttempts at economy in order to meet the 
temporarily depressed financial condition 
of our country, and that he was willing 
to pledge his wholehearted support of any 
proposed measures that would not perma- 
nently detract from the efficiency of the 
Army. 

“By showing to our people that our 
Army of the United States is worthy of 
the respect and affection of our country, 
that it has the interest of our country al- 
ways at heart, both in war and peace, that 
we as individuals are willing to undergo 
discomforts and lack of many pleasures, 
ere even willing to work without adequate 
pay when conditions in our country seem 
to the people to require such sacri on 
our part, each and every one of us can 
de much to influence the preparation for 
cur national defense. Let us push for- 
ward in this work, bearing in mind our 
mission and constantly remembering that 
cur attainments cannot be greater than 
our ideals.”

STARTLING NEWSPAPER STORY 
PROVES FALSE AFTER INQUIRY. 


Publication in a New York newspaper 
of a story to the effect that a soldier re- 
perted as killed in action and buried in 
France, had turned up at Camp Dix, N.J., 
a victim of amnesia, recently caused an 
investigation to be made by the Quarter- 
master General of the Army, the result 
being to absolutely disprove the state- 
ments. The printing of this incorrect 
article caused considerable sorrow to the 
family of the soldier supposed to have re- 
turved, and undoubtedly resulted in worry 
tv many others who lost relatives and 
friends in battle. 

The story referred to stated that John 
Wallace, mourned as dead for three years, 
had been found at Camp Dix, and that 
due to gassing and shell shock he had 
heer unable to recall his name until that 
dste. It also stated that Wallace had 
been identified by his father. 

Major Gen. H. L. Rogers, Quartermas- 
ter General, ordered a thorough investiga- 
tios. It developed that the newspaper 
story was based on the report of a soldier 
nemed Williams, who told someone in 
Bridgetown, N.J., that he had seen Pri- 
vate Wallace in the station — Wal- 
lace’s father and brother visited Camp 
Dix, and on asking that the rumor be in- 
vestigated, were given every possible as- 
sistance by the camp authorities. It was 
found that the man mistaken by Williams 
for Wallace was in reality Pvt. Samuel 
W. Sweeney, 6th Field Art. The father 
and brother of Wallace left the camp fully 
satisfied that it was a case of mistaken 
identity. 


SAM BROWNE BELT STRAPS 
MAY BE CROSSED IN BACK. 


The Chief of Staff has recommended an 
amendment to the regulations for wearing 
the Sam Browne belt, so that when two 
shoulder straps are worn they will be made 
to eross in the back instead of in the front. 
Only when officers are on active duty in 
the field are straps worn in this manner.

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THE NATIONAL GUARD CONVENTION 





The convention of the National Guard 
Association of the United States was held 
in the St. Charles Hotel, New Orivans, La., 
Feb. 27 and 28, some 200 delegaivs repre- 
senting about 140,000 National Guards- 
men of various states being pres.nt. 

The opening sessions were conducted by 
Col. Bennett C. Clark, of Missouri. The 
afternoon session of the first day was 
largely occupied by two important ad- 
dresses from Major Gen. George C. Rick- 
ards, Chief of the Militia Bureuu of the 
War Department, and Col. J. McA. Pal- 
mer, U.S.A., aide-de-camp to General Per- 
sbing. 


Election of Officers. 


On the second day of the convention the 
following officers were elected: President, 
Col. G. M. Wilson, Michigan; secretary, 
Col. M. R. McLean, Kansas; treasurer, 
Col. E. Martin, Pennsylvania; vice presi- 
dents, Adj. Gen. D. Smith, Indiana; Ma- 
jor Gen. M. J. Forman, Illinois; Adj. Gen. 
J. J. Borree, Califonia ; Col. T. F. Brown, 
Massachusetts; Adj. Gen. J. L. Kincaid, 
New York; Adj. Gen. M. A. Reckord, 
Maryland ; Col. J. Carroll, Kentucky ; Adj. 
Gen. H. J. Paul, Nebraska, and Adj. Gen. 
Thompson, Oregon. Upon the invitation 
of Lieutenant Governor Branch of Indiana, 
Indianapolis was selected for the next 
meeting place of the convention. Chair- 
men selected by the various committees 
were as follows: Resolutions, Major Gen. 
W. G. Price, jr., Pennsylvania ; credentials, 
Col. 8S. Pepper, Michigan ; auditing, Briga- 
dier General Moore; time and place, Col- 
onel Thornton, Missouri. 


Army and Navy Journal Thanked. 


The closing session was largely devoted 
to the report of the Resolutions Committee. 
The following resolutions were among those 


Resolution No. 1: “Be it resolved by 
the members of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation in convention assembled, that we 
do hereby express our hearty appreciation 
and thanks to the AkMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL and the Infantry Journal for the val- 
uable support and constructive aid ren- 
dered the National Guard during the past 
year.” 

Resolution No. 2 stated that the Budget 
Committee of Congress has cut the $43,- 
000,000 asked for the support of the Na- 
tional Guard for the coming fiscal year 
down to $30,000,000, which, it is stated, 
will seriously affect its proper growth and 
development. It was therefore resolved 
that the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Guard Association “is hereby in- 
structed to take immediate steps to bring 
before the appropriate committees of Con- 
gress the need for adequate appropriations, 
and to take such further steps as will in- 
sure the proper influence of the National 
Guard being used to obtain the necessary 
appropriations.” 

esolution No. 3 provided “that the 
War Department be requested, in select- 
ing officers from the National Guard for 
duty on the General Staff, to select only 
those who have had at least five years’ ser- 
vice in the line of the National Guard, 
and who at the time of their appointment 
hold commissions in the active list of the 
National Guard.” 

Resolution No. 4 points out that a 
shorter pay period for armory drill pay to 
replace the present six months’ period 
would be beneficial. The six months’ pe- 
riod, it is stated, frequently results in the 
loss .of pay altogether by members who, 
during a certain period, may have moved 
to a distant locality. It was resolved, 
“that it is the will of this association and 
the desire of the association that the pay 
period for armory drill pay be shortened 
to three months, and if practicable to one 
month, and further that the legislative, or 
other proper committee, be and is instruct- 
ed to exert its efforts in the name of the 
association to procure the enactment of 
such legislation and the change of such 
regulations as will carry out the desires 
of the association as expressed in this res- 
olution.” 


Would Amend Act. 


Resolution No. 5 recommends to its Ex- 
ecutive Committee “that the National De- 
fense act be so amended as to provide that 
all officers of the National Guard, now or 
hereafter federally recognized, be issued 
Federal commissions appointing them as 
officers of their grade in the Army of the 
United States, and that until such change 
in the law is secured the Militia Bureau 
be requested to have issued by the Federal 
Government, under the provisions of Sec. 
37 of the National Defense act as amend- 
ed, to all such officers commissions ap- 
poin them to their grade in the Army 
of the United States.” 

Resolution No. 6 approves and urges im- 








mediate enactment of the following bills 
now pending before Congress : 

Senate Bill No. 2774, relating to care- 
takers for certain National Guard property. 

Senate Bill No. 150, relating to lon- 
gevity pay for National Guard officers 
serving on the General Staff, 

Senate Bill No. 2307, amending the Na- 
tional Defense act in several important 


particulars, 

Senate Bill No. 2668, extending the 
franking privilege to National Guard 
officers. 

Among other important resolutions 


adopted were the following: 

One urging passage of a law to author- 
ize the President to appoint an executive 
committee of nine members, one from each 
of the present corps areas, instead of the 
former number of six, provided for in the 
old constitution and by-laws. 

A resolution urging the development of 
an economic program of national prepared- 
ness and approving the principle of the 
National Defense act, as amended by act 
of Congress, June 4, 1920, which provides 
for an Army organized in peace princi- 
pally of the civilian elements of the na- 
tion, and which divides the entire Army 
into three component units, namely, the 
Regular Army, National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves, was also adopted. 

Other resolutions called for the employ- 
ment of the National Guard and Regular 
Army, either separately or together, in 
ail emergencies not caHing for maximum 
efforts. 





MAJOR GEN. BICKARDS’S SPEECH. 


At the present time there is consid- 
erable confusion in the minds of many 
as to the functions of the Regular 
Army, National Guard and the vari- 
ous Reserve forces. In his address 
before the National Guard Convention 
at New Orleans on Feb. 27 Major 
Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau, showed clearly the 
part each is to play in the Army of 
the United States as it is to be organ- 
ized under the National Defense Act. 
So much of his speech as dealt with 
this subject is printed herewith. 





It is presumed that an officer of the 
War Department may discuss matters not 
within the seope of established laws and 
regulations when such discussion has for 
its purpose the advancement and efficiency 
of the Service at large, without being 
classed as a Bolshevik or one not loyally 
adhering to such laws, regulations and 
Lolicies, as may at the time be established. 
I trust that what I might say will be 
taken in a broad sense, with a full faith 
in my sincere desire to advance the effi- 
cency of the land military forces of the 
country. 

We have heard many interpretations of 
the law, of what the Army of the United 
States means, of what it is composed, and 
its relation to each of the three compo- 
nents which go to make the organization 
of the Army of the United States complete 
in a time of emergency calling for the con- 
centration of a large military force. 

First, I believe the most serious con- 
fusion is that entertained by many as to 
the relations of the Officers’ Keserve Corps 
te the other components of the Military 
Establishment, in that the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps and the Organized Reserve 
sre confused and are considered synony- 
mous. Now the facts are that the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps bears the same rela- 
tion to the Regular Army. the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves, differ- 
ing only in such relation to the numerical 
strength of each component and its neces- 
sity for additional officers. 


Regular Army the Parent. 


The Regular Army must be recognized 
as the parent organization and by reason 
of its constitutional status, its training, 
organization and professional attainments, 
we are bound to accept its judgment as the 
guide. The directing power is the War 
Department General Staff, upon which 
falls the problem of meeting all war meas- 
ures both in time of peace and war. 

The National Guard is the organized, 
armed, equipped and to a greater or less 
degree trained force to which is given a 
Federal status by compliance with the law, 
ond whose officers and enlisted men have 
subseribed to a Federal oath obligating 
themselves to Federal service upon the 
call of the President. 

The Organized Reserves to be under- 
stood must be considered under two heads: 

(a) In time of peace, this force is com- 
pesed of those citizens who have had 
previous military service or who, by mili- 
tary training, have become a military as- 
set, and have been assigned to certain 
specified units within their own territory 
and who upon their call for service will 
know definitely where to report and to 
whom to report. They form the nucleus 
for Re teatenns of the great body of our 
drafted citizens. 

(b) In time of emergency, the Organ- 
ized Reserve, which was but a nucleus in 
time of peace, will receive the great body 
of our drafted citizens and will be required 
to equip, organize and train. them in units 
and the whole body of the Organized Re- 
serves will be depended upon for replace- 








ments in the divisions already to the front. 

It is believed the interests of the Na- 
tional Guard require a thorough under- 
standing of the mission of the Organized 
Reserves under our present military policy. 

The Officers’ Reserve Corps is a pool 
from which may be drawn officers for all 
those components of the Army of the 
United States. In time of peace a few 
will find their way into the Regular Army, 
more into the National Guard, but the 
greater percentage into the Organized Re- 
serve. 

We have in the United States 18,822,060 
military physically fit citizens from which 
te draw. Of this number 139,941 enlisted 
inen are now in the Regular Army; 141,- 
607 officers and men in the National 
Guard; and 64,485 in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. A part of the population 
goes into each of the branches of the 
nilitary organization. 


Procedure in War. 


Now what happens upon a declaration 
of war and the physical force of the coun- 
try is required? First, the President is- 
sues his proclamation, and if the occasion 
necessitates a greater force than is com- 
posed in the Regular Army, a part or all 
of the National Guard is called to the 
colors. If the magnitude of the emergency 
warrants, the call will include the Organ- 
ized Reserves. For sake of simplicity, we 
will take the latter proposition. This will 
take all of the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard, but not all of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps or the Organized Reserves 
for these may and, in fact, must continue 
at a reserve to the Army of the United 
States if the emergency continues long 
enough to require replacement for troops 
eetually in the theater of war. Under 
such conditions we would find officers, who 
were originally Regular Army, National 
Guard or Reserve officers who may have 
become unfitted by reason of the service 
for front line duty, in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps and Organized Reserves, 
training both officers and men for service, 
and Reserve officers taking their places on 
the front. 

To illustrate, let us suppose that war 
is about to be declared and it is necessary 
te increase our units to full war strength. 
This will require many times the number 
of officers at the time commissioned either 
in the Regular Army or the National 
Guard, and so we must look to this re- 
serve of officers to meet the deficiency. 
This does not end its activity or impor- 
tance, but quite on the contrary is the 
signal for an increase of its energies and 
from the citizens’ training camps, the col- 
leges and military schools must begin at 
once the replacement of its losses in order 
to meet the demands made upon it for offi- 
cer material as war may progress, as in 
time of war it will be the only practical 
source from which to supply any material 
number of officers to the Army of the 
United States when casualties make re- 
placements necessary. 


Must Keep Up Defenses. 


While we, as a nation, are for peace, 
and to attain and maintain such condi- 
tion with all the world will go to any rea- 
sonable length, resorting to armed force 
only as a last resource when all other 
means have failed, duty still demands that 
we properly provide for the security of 
our institutions against foes, both foreign 
and internal, by at least the minimum of 
munitions and men for defense; and, con- 
fidently, I believe that state has already 
been reached. Like the French at Ver- 
dun, we who are interested in the future 
of this nation must enter the fray against 
foolish pacifist ideas with one battle cry: 
“They must not pass” below a minimum 
for our national safety and stability. 

Notwithstanding our great desire for 
peace, I believe it is still our duty and 
the duty of the Government to keep alive 
the military spirit, and to bring our citi- 
zenship to a full realization of war and 
its destructive force. No better oppor- 
tunity offers for this purpose than through 
the units of the National Guard, scattered 
as they are throughout the United States. 
They are the source through which we 
may hope to train, to a degree at least, 
cur young man in the art of war, and 
with the co-operation of the Regular Army 
give demonstrations simulating the use of 
arms in war, thus giving to our people 
semething of war's realities, so far as the 
equipment with which such units are 
armed may do so. . 

Those states having complete units of 
National Guard divisions, brigades, or 
even only regiments may carry on a very 
successful plan of education in this line 
euch year and with the co-operation of the 
War Department and the Regular Army 
bring about a new thought to those who 
heve heretofore given it no consideration, 
satisfied in the belief that they have no 
part in the Military Establishment of the 
country. when in fact every able bodied 
citizen between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five years is a part of it, and as 
such it is his duty to know something of 
its requirements as well as the Govern- 
ment’s duty to make it possible for him to 
gain this knowledge. 

After the demonstration the important 
duty is to disseminate by means of the 
public press that the en 
tien shown at these demonstrations are 








now in the hands of other nations agg 
these United States must not be defeng 
less or at the mercy of any nation whig 
keeps up with the development of the 
military profession. 


Commissions for Officers. 


For some time past the Militia Bure 
has been giving considerable attention to 
the issuance of a commission in the Army 
of the United States to officers of the Ng. 
tional Guard in lieu of the issuance of g 
letter of notification that they have quali. 
fied as National Guard officers. This jy 
receiving, it is believed, favorable consid. 
eration from the War Department and it 
is hoped may be effected without any ma 
terial change in present law. 

Attention is invited to the fact that the 
appropriations for the present year pro 
vided only for a strength of 122,000 Ng. 
tional Guard, whereas at this time wa 
have 142,000, and still going strong. The 
appropriations were two and a half mi 








lions less than the preceding year. It ig 
therefore, exceedingly doubtful whethe 
any funds will be available for the hold 
ing of camps of instruction for officers ap 
specially selected enlisted men before Jul 
1. which is considered so necessary. It i 
believed the Finance Department will bs 
able to make a definite statement by Ma 
1 at the latest, and it will be communi 
cated to the states. Funds found avai} 
able will be utilized and those states who 
desire these camps should submit thei 
estimates. 

The subject of Federal recognition 9 
National Guard officers has different in- 
terpretations in the various states. In the 
Militia Bureau the records are based upon 
this Federal recognition, as extended by 
the Militia Bureau. It is observed that i 
some states promotions to higher grade 
are made, and the vacancies filled, with 
out proper notification being sent to the 
Militia Bureau. The result is a confusion 
in our records. It is, therefore, requested 
that promotions be not considered as acti 
ally made until notification is received by 


the state from the Militia Burear. .‘bis 
will prevent confusion in our reco.ds, 
which has been the occasion of a greitll. 


deal of correspondence concerning appoin.- 
ments as announced in state orders, 
The Militia Bureau wishes to have it 
thoroughly understood that it is anxious 
tc co-operate to the fullest extent in as 
sisting states and organizations in aD 
way that will have for its ends the ad 
vancement of efficiency of the Nation 
Guard. All have their troubles and the 


Bureau is not without its own. However, 
we are perfectly willing to share yours 
with you if you will make them known 


ond you may be assured that it will be 
given due consideration _and attention 
wherever possible.

Get Behind the Pay Bill 


HE developments in the pay bill 
situation during the past week have 
served to clearly emphasize certain 
points. The confusion which has existed 
in the minds of many between the tenta- 
tive MeKenzie bill and the bill which was 
reported to Congress has been largely done 
away with. On:the whole, the bill is ap- 
parently satisfactory to the Services. 

The best analysis of the bill and argu- 
ment for its support seen so far is “The 
Fay Bill, Complete Text as Reported by 
the Joint Committee, with Comments by 
the Army Representatives,” published by 
“the Infantry Association.” 

These comments show clearly that the 
bill is the result of enforced compromises 
and therefore necessarily cannot suit 
everyone concerned. All information which 
can be got from various sources shows that 
in considering this bill it is necessary to 
remember that there is always the prob- 
ability of no bill being passed, in which 
case the 1908 schedule will obtain and all 
cf the benefits coming from the present 
bill would be lost. 


Exceptions to the Bill 

The principal and justified exceptions to 
the bill as it stands are, the injustice done 
majors who entered the Service prior to 
the war in those cases where they will re- 
ceive less pay than majors who entered the 
Service during the war; the failure to in- 
clude allowances as part of the compensa- 
tion for retired officers; the elimination of 


promotion for officers on the retired list 
for active duty performed, and the failure 
to include some provision by which en- 


listed men now approaching retirement, 
many of whom served as officers during 
the war, can be retired without suffering 
from the demotion which will overtake so 
many of them on May 31 of this year. 

The injustices done officers in the grade 
of major who entered the Service prior to 
the war and yet who under the present 
schedule will in many cases receive an 
average of about $1,000 jess than men of 
the same grade who entered the Service 
during the war, apparently could be 
readily adjusted by allowing service at 
the Military Academy in the case of grad- 
vates to count and giving those from civil 
life constructive service of four years. 
Such a measure would not mean a change 
in any of the fundamental principles of the 
Lill, would not take anything away from 
the officers who entered during the war 
end would not add materially to the 
budget. 


The Retired List 


When the retired list was formed many 
years ago the compensation was fixed at 
seventy-five per cent. of that given officers 
on the active list. All analyses of the 
new bill clearly show that the compensa- 
tion of an officer is made up of two parts. 
The pay proper with longevity is only 
one of these parts; the other consists of 
subsistence and rental allowances which 
will vary as subsistence and rental costs 
in the country vary. The dividing of the 
officer’s compensation into two parts was 
only done because it was recognized that 
with living costs fluctuating, it is fair- 
er both to the individual concerned and 
te the Government. In other words, there 
is nothing to indicate that these allow- 
avces are something aside from and not 
properly included as part of an officer’s 
compensation. These allowances clearly 
indicate that the principle was recognized 
that family life is the normal one, and 
therefore provision should be made for it. 

The change of an officer from an active 
to a retired status does not alter the fun- 
damental principles that the fairest scheme 
both to the Government and to the officer 
is to have part of his compensation fluctu- 
ate with living conditions in the country 
and that family life is the normal one. 


There is no logical reason for decreasing 
an officer’s compensation upon retirement 
more than twenty-five per cent. of the 
total, which was clearly the intent when 
the retired list was first formed. 

An amendment to the bill which would 


do away with the insane decision that dif- 
ferentiates “pay and allowances” would 
correct a grave injustice, would benefit all 
the Services by bettering their morale, all 
at the cost of a relatively small increase 
ip the total appropriation necessary. 


An Act of Justice 


The promotion of retired officers for ac- 
tive duty performed would not add materi- 
ally to the necessary appropriations and 
would be a simple act of justice. 

One of the arguments offered for the bill 
is that “it offers a reasonably attractive 
career for young men of a desirable kind, 
by giving a progressive increase in pay 
which will allow those who give long ser- 
vice to retire with a more reasonable com- 
pensation.” Nothing that could be done 
would help more to impress those now in 
the Service or about to enter it with this 
Principle than to have thefi see men who 
are completing long and honorable careers 
in the Service retire feeling that they are 
being adequately rewarded. When an old 
soldier with long service finds himself con- 
fronted with the necessity of losing rank 
just prior to retirement through no fault 
of his own he naturally is not satisfied. 
The new bill, excellent as it is on the 
whole, does not make proper provision for 
the non-commissioned officers about to re- 
tire who will be affected by the demotion 
which goes into effect May 31 of this year. 

Section 9 places retired enlisted men un- 
der the new rates. 

The first clause of Section 17 places re- 
tired officers under the new rates. 

Nowhere in the bill are the rates for re- 
tired warrant officers stipulated, except 
insofar as they are protected in the pro- 
viso attached to Section 17 against reduc- 
tion in present pay. The words “and re- 
tired warrant officers” should be inserted 
in the first clause of Section 17 after “‘re- 
tired officers.” 

The ARMY AND NAVY JoURNAL believes 
with the Service committees that there is 
danger of there being no legislation at all 
if every individual and every individual 
group of officers in any particular Service 
attempts to bring about considerable modi- 
fication in the bill as reported, particu- 
larly when the fact is considered that the 
bill has to meet conditions involving six 
government Services. 


Can Be Modified 


It believes that where obvious injustice 
is done to a large class and that injustice 
can be corrected without endangering the 
fundamental principles of the bill or ma- 
terially increasing the appropriations nec- 
cssary, the correction should be made. 

This is particularly true with respect to 
amendments concerning retirement. All 
officers, warrant officers and many enlisted 
men of all Services are vitally and uni- 
formly interested in this subject. No 
other can so materially affect the morale 
of the Services. 

The pay bill has begun to attract atten- 
tion outside of the Regular Services. Brig- 
adier General Harries, the commander-in- 
chief of the Society of the Military Order 
of the World War, has sent a telegram, 
published. in another column, pledging the 
active support of the society to the Army 
pay bill. The AgMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
called the attention of a number of promi- 
nent National Guard officers heading state 
delegations to the National Guard conven- 
tion recently held at New Orleans to the 
importance of the pay bill and the neces- 
sity that all concerned give it support. It 
is understood that the general principles 
of the bill will be supported and that the 
onlv changes which will be sought by them 
will relate to longevity pay of National 
Guard officers and the elimination of the 
reduction of pay of enlisted men of the 
lower grades. 


Must Get Together 


The conditions imposed by the Joint 
Committee of Congress on the Service com- 
mittee, that all the Services would have to 
come to an agreement on the pay sched- 
ule, that this schedule must show a sav- 
ing as compared with the 1923 budget esti- 
mate, and that if this could not be done 
there would be no legislation, must be 
borne in mind at all times in considering 
the pay situation. 

Congress contains many individuals who 
have no interest in the Services whatso- 
ever, and many others who would welcome 
the opportunity of showing the saving in 
the Army appropriations which would 
come from a return to the 1908 schedule. 
The pacifists throughout the country wel- 
come any measure which tends to cripple 
the Army and Navy in any way whatso- 
ever, and are always eager and ready to 
lend their support to any Congressman 
inclined to move in this direction. Wash- 
ington is full of paid propagandists who 
devote their whole time to attacks upon 
the Services. 

The conditions clearly impose unity of 
purpose upon the Services in all action 
having to do with the pay bill. 








British Cut Navy Carefully 


T is interesting to compare the 
posed reductions in the personnel of 
the American Navy with similar pro- 

posals respecting the British navy. ‘The 
two services have about the same number 
of ships to man and care for, hence, theo- 
retically, they should comprise about the 
same personnel complements. 

At present the British have about 117,- 
000 men compared with our 100,000. Con- 
sidering their greater necessities respect- 
ing national economies, it may be accepted 
as certain that they will cut to the very 
minimum consistent with reasonable pres- 
ervation of material and military effi- 
ciency. 

The unwisdom of the suggested cuts in 
the American personnel to 90,000 or 80,- 
000, or even as low as 50,000, should be 
demonstrated conclusively by the lowest 
British proposal—98,000; especially since 
these British figures omit personnel for 
naval air forces and certain other subsid- 
iary naval activities, such as hospital 
corps, shore radio stations, etc. Mani- 
festly, the American proposals fail to take 
adequate account of the needs for material 
upkeep and military training. 

The folly of the American proposals is 
eyen more apparent when the question of 
placing the Navy on a war footing in an 
emergency is considered. The British can 
afford to reduce their regular coinplements 
to a lower figure than we can, because 
their regulars are much more mature than 
ours, they have a very much larger num- 
bez of competent reserves, and they have 
a large surplus of seafaring population to 
draw upon. 

With respect to officers they are also 
mueh better off. Following the usual Eu- 
ropean practice, they maintain a quota of 
officers equal to about five per cent. of 
their enlisted personnel, while our pro- 
portion is only four per cent. Actually, 
our needs for officers are relatively greater. 
The American system of short enlistments 


pro- 


results in a rapid “turnover” requiring 
constant intensive training. Normally, 


about seventy per cent., and at present 
eighty per cent., of our men are in their 
first enlistment. About ninety per cent. 
are under twenty-four years of age. 
Abroad they have long enlistments, which 
obviate this difficulty. Similarly, the com- 
parative inadequacy of our reserves cre- 
ates a need for a greater number of offi- 
cers for their training. The American offi- 
cer personnel needs an increase not only 
for these purposes but also to permit of 
its own proper technical education. Here- 
tofore the number available has been bare- 
ly sufficient for ordinary administrative 
needs, and has prévented the establish- 
ment in the Navy of a comprehensive sys- 
tem of officer schools such as has proved 
so exceedingly valuable in the American 
and foreign armies. 

The prospective British reductions to 
the figures now existing in the American 
Service are conclusive evidence that in its 
cut of naval personnel last year Congress 
anticipated a limitation of armaments 
agreement, and that any further reduction 
in the American naval personnel will mean 
“slacking” in the duty of keeping up our 
“Treaty Navy.” 


Mr. Gompers Is Too Late

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS. 


A report recently was received by the 
War Department from the University of 
Illinois, relative to the military instruc- 
tion given its students since 1862. To- 


day that university claims the largest 
unit of the R.O.T.C. in the country. ith 
twenty officers of the Regular Army on 
duty as instructors in the various branches, 
the student body has formed a brigade 
headquarters, comprising one regiment of 
cvvalry, two infantry regiments, an artil- 
lery regiment, engineer and signal corps 
battalion, two squadrons (observation) 
air service and a military nd of 130 
students; a total of 2,425 students taking 
the two-year course. Every male student 
must enroll in the military classes, for 
which financial aid is given the university 
by act of Congress. Back in 1871 during 
the Chicago fire, the military training 
corps of the university was called by the 
state and did military service in the city 
for a long period in connection with the 
Federal and state troops. The report 
states that the university has the largest 
armory in the country devoted to Reserve 
officers’ training work and that its R.O. 
T.C. members are always ready to answer 
any emergency calls that the state may 
make, ‘either in units or as a brigade.

Obituaries 








Col. William F. Clark, Finance Dept., 
U.S.A., died at Fort Howard, Md., March 
4. He was born in Indiana, March 10, 
1865, and was graduated from the U.S.M. 
A. in the class of 1890, when he was as- 
signed to the 7th Cavalry. Colonel Clark, 
among other duties, served in the Cuban 
campaign of 1898, participating in the bat- 
tle of Santiago as a first lieutenant of the 
24 Cavalry. On San Juan. Hill, with his 
troops dismounted, after having brought 
up a mounted battery, he disarmed about 
600 or more Spaniards. He served in the 
Philippines and Texas and in various other 
states. He was deputy Q.M. at St. Louis 
from May 22, 1917, to June 20, 1918, when 
he was detailed as a member of the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps. 





Lieut. Col. Gerrit Van S. Quackenbush, 
Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., who died at Roches- 
ter, Minn., Feb. 23, as briefly noted in our 
issue of March 4, page 637, was troubled 
with a chronic ulcer in the lower stomach 
while serving at Paris, France, last Jan- 
uary and went to Coblenz, Germany, for 
treatment. He finally went to Rochester 
for an operation and his death was due to 
a hemorrhage in the stomach. , 

The beginning of his illness dates back 
to his field service in the Philippines, 
where, despite feeling unwell, he conscien- 
tiously continued on map work of the trail 
from Bagamga to Campostela, and the 
Agusam river from Campostela to its 
mouth. He was later taken seriously ill 
with chronic gastritis. 

Colonel Quackenbush was born at Troy, 
N.Y., on Oct. 18, 1870. He enlisted in 
the Troy Citizens’ Corps, N.G.N.Y., in 
1896 and became second lieutenant, 65th 
Inf., N.G., April 29, 1898. 

At the beginning of the World War, 
Colonel Quackenbush was aid to Major 
Gen. John ‘W. Ruckman, commanding the 
Southern Department. He was promoted 
lieutenant colonel, Air Service, Aug. 5, 
1917, and was commander of Kelly Field 
from Feb. 15 to Sept. 4, 1918 

Major General Ruckman, in a report to 
the Adjutant General of the Army, said in 
part: “It would be impossible to mention 
all the great operations in which Colonel 
Quackenbush participated. His work, 
both in commanding and administrative 
subjects, was of a very high order. Dur- 
ing the time of his command Kelly Field 
was doing about half of the flying done in 
this country, and was turning out about 
350 fliers a month. He organized a cadet 
school for fliers, including machine gun 
and radio instruction. He also kept up 
the metal engineering and woodwork shops 
which enabled the flying department to op- 
erate more than oné hundred planes daily. 
He established a postoffice which accommo- 
dated about 32,000 men. He organized a 
mechanics training school, which at one 
time had a strength of more than 4,000 
students, who supplied a large part of the 
skilled mechanics in the Air Service. In 
January of 1918 over 60,000 recruits were 
received at the field and taken care of.” 

After the armistice Colonel Quacken- 
bush was assigned to Purchase, Storage 
and Traffic, General Staff In January, 
1921, he asked to be assigned to Graves 
Registration in Paris. As Chief of Opera- 
tions the selection of the Unknown Soldier 
was under his direct supervision. As a 
result of the working out of this plan 
bodies of unknown soldiers from all fields 
of honor were assembled. From _ these 
three were selected as having not one mark 
of possible identificaition: ‘The meager 
records on file of these three soldiers were 
burned by Colonel Quackenbush himself 
in the fire place of his office in Paris. 

Among the clubs of which Colonel 
Quackenbush was a member were the Army 
and Navy Club of Washington, the Troy 
Club of Troy, N.Y., La Boulie Golf Club. 
Versailles and L’Union [Interalliée of 
Paris. 

Colonel Quackenbush was married at St. 
Paul’s Church, Albany, N.Y., Oct. 16, 1901, 
tc Miss Agnes Horton, who was with him at 
Rochester, Minn., at the time of his death. 
He was a member of the Cathedral Parish 
of All Saints at Albany, N.Y. The burial 
was from St. Paul’s Church, Troy, N.Y., 
Feb. 27, the Rev. Dr. B. A. Enos, of St. 
Paul’s, and the Rev. Dr. Henry R. Free- 
man, of St. John’s Church, officiating. 

“Colonel Quackenbush,” writes a corre- 
spondent, “was a splendid type of a sol- 
dier and was held in high regard for his 
personal qualities and his ability as an 
officer. His death is a distinct loss to the 
service.”

NAVAL DISTRICT COMMANDANTS 
TO RE-ENROLL RESERVE FORCE. 


The Bureau of Navigation is placing the 
re-enrolling of Class 6, U.S. Naval Re- 
serve Force, largely in the hands of the 
ecmmandants. of naval districts. In a 
communication recently sent to the com- 
mandants, the bureau announces “that it 
will be pleased to receive recommenda- 
tions from the commandants concerning 
the re-enrolment of Reserve officers who 
are taking an active interest in the Na- 
val e Force, and for whom author- 
ization for re-enrolment are not received 
from the bureau prior to the date of ter- 
mination of enrolment.” 

This policy has been adopted in an- 
ticipation of the passage of legislation for 
the reorganization of the Reserve. 

It is realized that in the disenrolment 
of the Reserves, officers and men were in- 
clined to be discouraged, but with the

Mornings will be devoted to terrain exercises 
for all officers and practical schools of applica- 
tion for all enlisted men. The afternoons will 
be devoted to demonstrations, drill and cere- 
monies, 

The General Service Schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth will prepare the terrain exercises for 
general officers and general staff officers, and 
will send a team of instructors and graduate 
students te report to each corps area com- 
mander to complete the exercises on the ground, 
and then to conduct them under the supervision 
of the corps area commander. 

It is directed that the terrain exercises should 
require the solution of tactical problems appro- 
priate to the grade of each officer, and usually 
in assumed war operations of his own unit. 
About one-half of the twelve exercises, it is sug- 
gested, should deal with the attack, one-fourth 
with the defense, and the remainder with ob- 
servation and security. 

There are special instructions for the train- 
ing of the officers of the Air Service Reserve 
Corps, which involve air work, practical work 
in hangars, lectures and demonstrations, and 
also schools of application for enlisted men.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


The cutter Tampa left Boston Feb. 16 in a 
heavy snow storm to assist the S.B.S.8. West 
Carnifax, reported out of fuel and food about 
500 miles from Cape May. The search was 
very trying, due to rough sea and incorrect 
position reports as given by the West Carni- 
fax. With the aid of a crude radio compass 
hastily improvised by the chief radioman the 
disabled vessel was located. A 12” line was 
run and the Tampa started towing toward 
New York. On Feb. 19 she turned the tow 
over to the tug Barrenfork after supplying 
the West Carnifax with 738 pounds of food- 
stuffs. The Tampa then proceeded to Boston. 
The Tampa reports further that the search 
for this vessel was, for large part, at 14 knots 
speed, it being understood that she was in 
urgent need of assistance and the vagaries of 
the Gulf stream being remarkable at this sea- 
son. On the night of the 16th a tube of the 
starboard boiler began leaking seriously. The 
boiler was cut out and emptied, the tube 
plugged, and the boiler again placed in com- 
mission in some four hours’ time; this in 
rough sea with heavy swell while forced draft 
was employed on the other boiler. The com- 
manding officer commends very highly the 
work of Machinist Knudsen in connection with 
this task.

Selma City, of New York, ashore on Ediz 

ook. 

The Gresham on Feb. 19 took in tow the 
S.S. Narbo about 130 miles east of Cape Hen- 
lepen and with the assistance of the Kickapoo 
towed her to Delaware Breakwater. 

The Acushnet on Feb. 18 floated the barge 
Greenwood, ashore on Hunnewell Point, west 
entrance to Oape Cod Canal.

A READER, CAMP DIX, asks: (1) If an 
enlisted man exceeds his clothing allowance and 
is forced to draw clothes he per for them from 
his monthly pay at the end of three months. 
Does he, upon discharge, have to turn in those 
clothes to the supply sergeant? (2) Has the 
6th F.A. (2d Bn., .F.G.) been slated for 
return to the United States? (3) Has the Ist 
Division been ordered to Camp Meade, and about 
when will the move start? 

Answer: (1) Upon discharge he would have 
to turn in those clothes referred to to the supply 
sergeant. (2) Nothing is known at the office 
of the Chief of Field Artillery regarding the 
probable return of the 6th F.A., 2d Bn., A.F.G., 
to the United States. (3) The ist Division 
has been ordered to Camp Meade, and troop 
movements have already started.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLE 
GENERAL. . 


In a decision regarding the pay of a retj 
gunner’s mate who was naturalized after m 
tirement, the Comptroller General holds 

retired enlisted men are entitled, in com. 
puting their retired pay, to pay under Gf 
84 by reason of citizenship acquired afte 
being retired, and that when so acquired, 
right to such additional pay accrues from 
date citizenship is acquired.’’ 





The law provides that ‘‘members of 
Naval Reserve Force shall, upon first coal 
ing for active service for training during each 
Period of enrolment, be credited with a unj. 
form gratuity of $50 for officers.’’ The Comp. 
troller General says ‘‘no authority is foun 
in the statutes for payment of a $50 gratuity 
for reporting for other than training duty ig 
time of peace.’’ 


A fireman enlisted in the Navy Apri 
1918. Notwithstanding the peocllidd at hs 
act of 1916 authorizing payment of six 
months’ pay to designated beneficiaries of 
men who die in service had been repealed, he, 
presumably under instructions, made out. Da- 
pers designating as his beneficiary his father 
The act of June 4, 1920, again authorized the 
six months’ pay death gratuity, and the map 
died Oct. 24, 1921, but there is no evidence 
presented that he had filled out a beneficiary 
slip while the law was actually in force 
Payment of the gratuity is not authorized in 
this case, in the absence of evidence that 
regulations issued by the Secretary of the 
Navy under the act of June 4, 1920, wer 
complied with. 

_ The joint resolution of March 3, 1921, hay 
ing set the date of the termination of th 
World War, and the provision of the act of 
Feb. 24, 1919, of a discharge gratuity of $60 
being limited to those discharged or placed on 
inactive duty within one year after termina 
tion of the war, the gratuity is not payable 
to officers of be aoe Reserve Force who 
resign or are released to inactiv y

Sergeant Quinn died, having desiguated as 
his beneficiary Mary Foster, who claimed to 
be his sister. Now Mary was not the daugh 
ter of Quinn’s father or mother, but was the 
offspring of the Sergeant’s stepfather DeGroat 
by a second marriage consummated after the 
death of Quinn's mother. The Comptroller 
General decides that as Mary was not in any 
way related to the Sergeant, she does not 
come within the classes of heirs named in the 
act of June 30, 1906, establishing the order 
of precedence in the distribution of amounts 
due a soldier from the United States at his 
death. Consequently she is not entitled to 
the $301.21 arrears of pay and refund of de 
Posits allowed her in settlement of the sol- 
dier’s account. This payment she ‘‘should 
promptly refund.’’ 





At Camp Knox, Ky., a building was erected 
from private funds by the War Camp Con- 
munity Service. When the latter withdrew 
from the reservation, the Officers’ Club of the 
camp took over the building, made needed 
alterations and repairs and operated the 
building in the interests of the officers sta- 
tioned at the camp. The Comptroller General 
decides that the Officers’ Club has no right, 
title or interest in the building as against the 
Government, and that an officer occupyif 
quarters there is occupying public quartem 
within the —— of the commutation laws, 
whether he entered by permission of and on 
conditions fixed by a mutual association har- 
ing physical possession of the building, or by 
assignment thereto by the commanding officer. 

The officer who claimed and was deni 
commutation for himself under above circum: 
stances was also denied commutation for his 
dependents for quarters maintained elsewhere 
while he was ‘‘on field duty’’ at Camp Knox. 
In this latter connection the Comptroller Gen- 
eral says: ‘‘When a service school is regu 
larly conducted there and funds for its main- 
tenance are annually appropriated and when 
the War Department has denominated the 
camp semi-permanent, and authorized the is- 
suance of equipment to the personnel thereof 
as not ‘on field duty’ it must be conclud 
that service there is not field duty.’’ 





An officer ordered from further duty, at 
Camp Dix and assigned to station and duty 
at Fort Du Pont (65 miles from Camp Dix), 
had his household goods, which were at Lans 
dale, Pa. (62 miles from Du Pont), shipped 
by what he deemed the most economical means 
—moving van—to Du Pont, having had ‘‘some 
discussion with the quartermaster about the 
shipment and that he suggested moving bY 
van because of the saving to the Goverm 
ment.’’ The officer’s bill of $123.54 is Te 
turned as unauthorized, he not haying fol- 
lowed the regulations (A.R. 3636, 3659). The 
Comptroller says: ‘‘The individual has no at 
thority to act in the matter from his wew 
point of whether one method of shipment oF 
another makes a saving in cost; the question 
of relative cost is one for determination by 
the quartermaster upon whom the duty of & 
ranging the shipment devolves.’’ 


Two Air Service officers who finished their 
duties at their station on a Saturday after: 
noon and having no further duties there unt 
the following Tuesday, left Carlstrom Field, 
under @ general permission applicable to 4! 
persons on duty there and understood to F a 
mit absence until the performance of duty 
would again devolve upon them. They left by 
personal automobile for Kissimmee, Fla. The 
trip resulted in an accident and emergency 
treatment in a civilian hospital. The law de 
nying Government payment for treatment 1 
private hospitals or by civilian physiciant 
while on furlough applies in this case, as 
Comptroller General says: ‘‘When the du 
tion of the absence and the distance to whic 
permitted to go negative the possibility ° 
the performance of dutv, the permission 
be so absent is a furlough and the plain Jam 
guage of the statute must apply.’’
